‘Opportunist Shaw Tops - CIC; 
Still Wants To Run The Ball

An opportunistic Omaha Uni- 
versity gridder is convincingly 


. accomplishing a double "easton 


“ment” this fall, 


- Substitute quarterback Ray: 


Shaw, OU’s punting specialist, 
is not stumbling over his words, 
let alone his able feet, in 1967, 

The modest junior, whose 
gridjvon career lists four dif- 
ferent positions: overall, claims 
no favorite football station: | 

“1 prefer playing on the field 
instead of on the bench. No real 
football player has any prefer- 
ence; he just wants to contrib- 
ute, in any way possible, ‘to 
the team effort.” 


Shaw’s philosophy paid off. 


handsomely last season after 
the regular OU punter, Harold 
Lenz (now at Wayne State), 
was out with a leg injury the 
final three games. 

The 21-year-old promptly re- 
sponded to Coach Al Caniglia’s 
call ‘for punters and averaged 
34.3 yards a kick in the trio ot 
encounters, - 

‘Number 43’s opportunism 
bubble grew to even bigger di- 


mensions this fall: he has led 
the Central Intercollegiate Con- 
ference (CIC) punting leaders 
all season, has broken Lenz’s 
766 OU mark of 86 punts in one 
season (Shaw now has 41) and, 
most important, has played a 
part in the ’67 et End success 


- ‘story. 


Shaw maintains a 38.4 yard 
kick average, has a 1572 yard- 
age total on punts, and holds 
OU’s 41 ‘kicks-in-one-season 
mark. 


Since his transfer from Doane 
College in the fall of.’64, the 
Omaha South graduate has seen 


_ little game time until his punts 


began sailing this year. 

At the outset of the ’65 grid 
campaign, Shaw sustained a rib 
injury which held him out of 
any action for the entire year. 

After a spring of optimism in 
which the Indian punter saw ac- 
tion in the scrimmage finale, 
the handsome Shaw endured one 
of his biggest gridiron disap- 
pointments in the fall of 66. 

The situation developed upon 
the loss of All-American quar- 
terback Marlin Briscoe after the 


first game due to a neck injury, 
Lew Garrison, then Bill Haas 
took over, Needless ta say, sup- 
posed. quarterback Shaw was a 
Hittle discouraged: 
“I was discouraged about not 
being able to win the quarter- 


‘back job, but I was alad to. get 


to punt.” 

Such is the aingerity of the 

Indian gridder who “would still 
like to run the ball. I wish we 
had a fake kick play but it 
would just be taking too many. 
chances. ” 
i The Shaw system of pontine 
includes “waiting until the oth- 
er guys get downfield . before 
punting.” 

The opportunist calls his kick 
method “the three step cheater, 
You're only supposed to get two 
steps: before the kick (teaches 
Coach Carl Meyers), but I sneak 
in a third. It just relaxes me,” 

So far, the junior has had no 
punts blocked despite the three 
steps. But, really, that’s not‘ un- 

usual. Ray Shaw doesn’t let ‘ob- 
stacles block his pathway. ‘Af- 
ter all, his motto is “Everyone 
ought to do their part in helping 
the team.”
